‘Pay For Play’ System 


Br The United Preen. 
PITTSBURGH. Oct. 18 — The 
Student Congress challenged Uni 
versify of Pittsburgh authorities 
to set up a pay-for-play system tor 
its athletes or "get out of the big 
league’’, a campus publication dis­ 
closed Friday. 
The P itt News said a resolution 
was passed by the congress on 
Tuesday asking an Investigation 
into the school's athletic policy. 
The situation came to a head 
after the "69-to-O debacle at Ann 
Arbor”, according to the News, 
The defeat suffered at the hands 
of 
Michigan 
was the worst in 
P itt’s football history. 
"W e’ve got to decide on some 
sort of rem unerative system tor 
the various athletic teams, or get 
out of the big league” the News 
quoted Bob Dickey, a member ot 
the Student Congress. 
The "rem unerative system” sup 
posedly helped make the great 
football team s of the Jock Suther­ 
land era some of the most feared 
teams in the East and ta the na 
tion. 
In 1938 John G. Bowman, then 
university chancellor, aet up the 
Code Bowman, a deem phasis plan, 
to counteract charges that Bitt 
athletes 
were 
"paid 
off” 
each 
month. 
The code put football on a non­ 
scholarship basis and brought a 
decline in the Panthers’ gridiron 
fortunes. 
Since 
Sutherland 
left 
the school at the end of the 1938 
season, Bitt dropped 23 straight 
games to Big Nine opponents.

"cloud seeding’” to produce rain 
or mew will be investigated thor­ 
oughly in a research program cen­ 
tered on the Air Force’s all-weath 
er flying base at the Clinton coun­ 
ty Army Airfield In Wilmington. 
Dr. F. W. Reichelderfer, chief
